The Israeli naval bombardment yesterday of a guer- 
rilla base at Nahr al Barid on the northern Lebanon ooast 
belonging to the Popular Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine probably was part of Israel's ongoing effort to 
attack fedayeen bases "wherever they are." The Israelis 
may still regard as "unavenged" the Palestinian terrorist 
attack yesterday on the northern Israeli coastal town of 
Nahariya 3 in which four civilians were killed, inc luding 
two small children } and four wounded. 25X1

The attack on Nahariya will further strengthen the 
Israelis' determination to preserve the security and au- 
tonomy of the Maronite Christian militias commanded by 
Major Haddad in extreme southern Lebanon. Prime Minis- 
ter Begin and other Israeli officials have refused to 
endorse Haddad's declaration last week of a "Free Leba- 
non," but the Israeli leadership has at the same time 
continued to emphasize its sympathy for Haddad and its 
support for his troops as the first line o f defense 
against Pale stinian cross-border attacks. 25X1 
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LIBERIA: Move Against the USSR Likely 
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As Monrovia returns to relative normalcy , tine gov- 
ernment of President Tolbert appears close to implicating 
publicly the USSR and perhaps Cuba in the riots last 
weekend. The regime has also embarked on a roundup of 
leading radical dissidents 3 although it says it will con- 
tinue to respect human rights and legal procedures . 
Liberia is pleased with the quick US response to its 
aid requests but probably will press for more hel p to 


make up for past US "neglect . "

Police have rounded up several alleged ringleaders 
of an organized protest over rice prices that preceded 
the spontaneous rampage, and hundreds of other citizens 
are being held for questioning. According to press re- 
ports, the country's two universities have been closed 
for being "breeding grounds for subversion." The govern- 
ment's quest for scapegoats could further erode its stand- 
ing, particularly if it proceeds with trials on shaky 25X1 
evidence. Although dissidents have little room for ma- 
neuver now, they may hope in the longer term to e xploit 
the regime's weaknesses exposed by the violence. 


On the positive side, renegade soldiers are being 
apprehended gradually and the reorganized security forces 
are continuing to draw more members. The regime i s also 
considering salar y raises for low-income workers. 
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
